UNIQUE TAPESTRY. 

When Marguerite of France was married to 
Victor Amedeus of Savoy, she took with her 
toltaly ten pieces of the very finest Gobelin 
tapestry, illustrating classical legends. This 
unique tapestry, which was of immense value, 
disappeared mysteriously when Napoleon in- 
vaded Italy. It had been hidden away lest 
the French should think proper to carry it off, 
which they would certainly have done. It 
was so carefully concealed that after some 
years, when peace was restored, it was found 
impossible to discover it and the two 
officials who had put it away were 
both dead. The tapestry had been almost 
forgotten till abontamonth ago, when the 
Marquis of Villa-Moyina, master of the royal 
household, was making a thorough investiga- 
tion ia the palace at Turin from roof to cellar, 
and behind some huge chests lu a store-room 
in the highest story found a secret chamber 
which conceaied the long lost tapestry. It has 
been very littie injured by its 100 yéars of 
biding. King Humbert has ordered that this 
tapestry be carefully repaired and cleaned, 
after which it will be sent to Rome and hung 
in the Quirinal, in the appartments which the 
Emperor William will ocoupy during his visit 
next month.
